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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION/ELECTION REQUIREMENT

This is a response to the Official Action mailed April 12, 2006.. By this 
Official Action claims 1-16 and 17 are pending and stand subject to a 
restriction/election requirement. 

The Examiner has required restriction to one of the following groups of 

claims: 

I. Claims 1-16, drawn to a method, classified in class 427, subclass 446. 

II. Claim 17, drawn to a method, classified in class 427, subclass 426. 

a. Species A. The different alloys in claims 7-9. 

b. Species B. The different methods of application in claims 10-1 1 . 

The Examiner indicated that claims 1-6 and 1-16 were generic. This was not 
fully understood as claims 1-6 may be found in claims 1-16. In any event, Applicant 
will respond herein and to the extent that the Applicant has misunderstood the 



Examiner's intentions regarding what was considered generic, Applicant is provided 
with an opportunity to again respond. 

Applicant herein elects Group I, claims 1-16. In addition, Applicant elects 
claim 7 of species (a) and claim 10 of species (b). It is believed that with respect to 
such election, claim 1-7, 10, and 12-16 are readable thereon and are in condition for 
examination on the merits. In addition, it is believed that claims 1, 14, 15 and 16 are 
generic. Accordingly, it is understood that claims 8-9 and 1 1 will be withdrawn from 
consideration, and that upon allowance of a generic claim, Applicant will be entitled 
to consideration of reintroducing said claims in an appropriate Amendment.
